as non-payment of wages ; excessive 
.fees charged by.employment offices; 
unfair contracts; 
misrepresentation 


of labor conditions; practices of loan 
sharks; fines and the practices of 
dishonest employers. 


The 
commission's 
recommenda- 


tions will urge state legislation by 
which labor departments or industri- 
al commissions may get relief for 
laborers without delay and without 
the necessity of employing counsel.

In the meantime the allied 
fleets 


are stowly battering their way up the 
Dardanelles without so far as is known 
a single serious joss among ftp ships. 
The sultan of Turkey, according to a 
report from Athens^ already has fled 
trom Constantinople. .This however 
l:as not been confirmed and reports 
from Turkish .sources, notably an in- 
terview with Enver Pasha, depreciate 
the seriousness of the bombardment 
ot the Dardanelles and insist that the 
real defenses of the straits bpve not 
been affected. 


It can be said thai from the British 


point of view, the situation today 
wherever fighting is going on, i* 
taken as favorable to the allies. Th* 
South. African rebellion 
has 
been 


crushed; the 
Turkish 
invasion of 


Egypt seemingly has been abandoned; 
the reports from the eastern battle 
front are favorable; no adverse new* 
regarding the operations againat tt» 
Dardanelles as yet has been receive* 
and the blockade on foodstuffs into 
Germany is about to be enforced. 


In the western arena of the war, the 


Germans, judging - from dispatches 
reaching here, are fighting hard to re? 
cover the ground lost during the last 
fortnight-

The 
only other business awaiting the ac- 
tion of the house when it recessed 
was the conference reoort OH the 
Indian anpropnation bill, which was 
be'ng filibustered against in the sen- 
ate. 


The senate early today agreed to 


the house amendment to the Cum- 
mins bill, making it 
possible 
for 


shippers to recover the full 
actual 


value of shipments lost, irrespective 
of provisions in bills of lading lim- 
iting the loss for rate making pur- 
poses. 


The house amendments limited the 


effect of the bill to interstate

Captain Gave Each $5 and Soldier 


Sends Hi.s to Little "War Daugh- 


ter" at Home. 


(Associated Press Correspondence) 
Berlin, Feb. 16.—A soldier's letter

Now Is the Time. 


Uncle Sam is waging a relentless 


war, on the deadly housefly and in a 
late bulletin prepared by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, valuable infor- 
mation is-given on the best-means of 
combating this 
deadly pest. 
The 


most effective way of exterminating 
the fly. according to the bulletin, is 
to eradicate his breeding places. The 
breeding season of the 
fly begins 


early 
in 
March and

throughout the spring and summer 
months. All dirt should be removed 
from the premises, stables

and decaying vegetables 
destroyed.

So many dramatic disclosures have 


been made in regard to the relation 
between dirty milk and the excessive 
death rate among infants that farm- 
ers are beginning tp realize as never 
before, the necessity of co-operation 
with the municipal1 authorities 
in 


their fight for pure" milk. 


Milk is certainly the most impor- 


tant article of food in the human 
dietary, and it is also the most con- 
taminable. 
It is. therefore, up 
to 


the farmer to see that the milk from 
his dairy gets to city babies in-as 
reasonable a state of cleanliness as 
possible. 
Not that this is an ex- 


clusively baby problem, for all sorts 
of diseases are carried through milk.' 
Tuberculosis is an example of this 
class, and a number of epidemics of 
diphtheria and scarlet 
fever 
have 


been traced to the milk supply, but 
when we pause to consider that one- 
fifth of all the babies born in the 
"United States die in their infancy 
from preventable diseases, and that 
sixt3- per cent of these are 'due to 
gastro-intestinal diseases, due to im- 
proper feeding or impure milk, we 
naturally begin to 
look 
into 
the 


cause. 


I realize, of course, that not every 


farmer can have his milking 
done 


scientifically, but it is possible for 
him to produce safe milk for his own 
use and that of the public by very 
simple and inexpensive means. 


He may not have 
an 
elaborate 


dairy outfit? but his cattle can be 
kept clean and in perfect health with 
the assistance of a veterinary. 
It 


will be :to hia financial interest 
in 


the-long run. 
Tar 
paper, 
white- 


wash and home-made cement will 
insure a sanitary stable 
at 
small 


cost. 


Then, there should be a 
covered 


milking pail in place 
of 
the 
ofa* 


fashioned wide-mouthed pail. 
This 


will keep nine-tenths of the dirt OTJ* 
during 
milking 
time. 
All- milk 


utensils may be kept clean by the 
use of a brush and a solution of soda 
followed by a final rinsing in scald- 
ing water. 
If ice is not possible for 


one farmer, is it not feasible for 
several farmers to combine their in- 
terest, and secure a supply of ice at 
sonic central place at a reasonable 
cost? 


I hope the readers of this paper 


are not superior to germs. 
If you 


are. send for some of the government 
literature on the subject of the care 
of milk. A request to the Bureau of 
Agriculture will bring a number of 
bulletins to your door, much to your 
enlightenment.

pest.

most effective way of exterminating 
the fly, according to the bulletin, is 
to eradicate his breeding places. The 
breeding season of the 
fly begins 


early 
in 
March 
and 
continues 


throughout the spring and summer 
months. All dirt should be removed 
from the premises, stables 
cleaned 


and decaying vegetables 
destroyed. 


The fly has rightly been called the 
undertaker's .traveling salesman, and 
in addition to his regular line of 
"typhoid "bugs," he carries a side 
line of tuberculosis, Asiatic cholera 
and other disease germs.

So many dramatic disclosures have 


been made in regard to the relation 
between dirty milk and the excessive 
death rate among infants that farm- 
ers are beginning tp realize as never 
before, the necessity of co-operation 
with the municipal" authorities in 
their fight for pure' milk. 


Milk is certainly the most impor- 


tant article of food in the human 
dietary, and it is also the most con- 
taminable. It is, therefore, 
up to 


the farmer to see that the milk from 
•his dairy gets to city babies in-as 
reasonable a state of cleanliness as 
possible. 
Not that this is an ex- 


clusively baby problem, for all sorts 
of diseases are carried through milk. 
Tuberculosis is an example of this 
class, and a number of epidemics of 
diphtheria and scarlet 
fever 
have 


been traced to the milk supply, but 
when we pause to consider that one- 
fifth of all the babies born in the 
United States die in their infancy 
from preventable diseases, and that 
sixty "per cent of these are 'due to 
gastro-intestinal diseases, due to im- 
proper feeding or impure, milk, we 
naturally begin to 
look 
into 
the 


cause. 


I realize, of course, that not every 


farmer can have his milking 
done 


scientifically, but it is possible for 
him to produce safe inilk for his own 
use and that of the public by very 
simple and inexpensive means. 


He may not have an 
elaborate 


dairy outfit, but his cattle can be 
kept clean and in perfect health with 
the assistance of a veterinary. 
It 


will" be-to-his. financial interest in 
the-long run. 
Tar 
paper, 
white- 


wash and home-made' 'cement will 
insure a sanitary stable 
at 
small 


cost.

. 


•Then, there should be a 
covered 


milking pail in place 
of

one farmer, is it not feasible for 
several farmers to combine their in- 
terest, and secure a supply of ice at 
some centra! place at a reasonable 
cost? 


I hope the readers of this paper 


are not superior to germs. 
If you 


are, send for some of the government 
literature on the subject of the care 
of milk. A request to the Bureau of 
Agriculture will bring a number of 
bulletins to your door, much to your 
enlightenment.

'Frozen music" is a term that has 
been applied without exaggeration to 
its beauty. This court is dedicated 
to music, dancing and 
pageantry. 


Here will be assembled the gorgeous 
pageants. 
The walls of the court of 


abundance are formed by facades of 
the palaces of agriculture and man- 
ufactures, 
varied 
industries 
and 


mines. 


The court of the four seasons, en- 


tered from the court of the universe 
through its western arch found its 
architectural motive in the famous 
villa of Hadrian, one of the most ex- 
quisite examples of Roman archi- 
tecture. 
In this lovely enclosure, 


which is walled in by facades of the 
palaces of food products, agriculture, 
education and liberal arts, every dec- 
orative feature of statuary, 
mural 


painting and sculpture carries the 
idea of nature pouring out the fruits 
and flowers of the season. 


Opening out of 
the 
courts of 


abundance and the four seasons to- 
ward the great garden and magnifi- 
cent palin avenue along the south 
front of the exposition are two lesser 
:purts of exquisite beauty, the court 
of flowers and court of palms. Into 
each of these beautiful little courts 
has been poured a wealth of beauty 
of stone and flower and plant.

architectural features of the exposi- 
tion. 


Through the court of the universe 


and past the statue of achievement 
brings one to the edge of the spacious 
yacht harbor and the center of the 
marine esplanade. At this point the 
visitor stands at about the center of 
the exposition's shore line 
which 


sweeps in a gentle curve for about a 
mile on either side. 
From shore 


line to southern boundary of

"JOHNNY" CLEM

Ohio's most famous- living veteran 


of the Civil war will be retired front 
the army August 13. 


In honor of his Avar record —which 


!s one of the most remarkable in his- 
tory—congress has just passed an act 
which will give him tl>,e rank of major 
general on- retirement. 
This veteran, the. only officer now 


on the active list of the'army-who 
served in the Civil war, is Colonel 
John L. Clem, assistant quartermaster 
of the United States army—but more 
intimately known and loved as "Little 
Johnny Clem, the 
Chickamauga." 


Clem was a lad of 


Civil war broke out. 


drummer boy of 


ten when tl\e 
He had spent 


his boyhood in the streets of Newark, 
O., playing with, the other boys, and 
liis only distinguished trait up to that 
time was his size. He was just a mid- 
get, hardly able to lift a regulation 
musket, but 
his 
imagination was 


fired by the spirit of war. He mads 
up his mind to go to the front. 


The Third Ohio volunteers were be- 


ing mustered .at-Newark in May, 1861. 
"Little Johnny" appealed to Captain 
McDougal to enlist him as drummer 
boy. Because of Johnny's'.size, how- 
ever, and the fact lie wouldn't be 10 
until August, he was rejected. 


Johnnv, however flidn't give up. 


When the Third Ohio started for the 
front, Johnny hid 
himself 
on 
the 


train and went along to Cincinnati. 
There he offered his services to the 
Twenty-second 
Michigan- 
regiment, 


and was again rejectefl: 


Although they wouldn't let him en- 


list, they couldn't sfrjike, Johnny. He 
accompanied the regiment wherever 
ft went, and his perseverance won.: 
For when the regiment went into ac- 
tion at Shiloh in Aprii; 1862, Johnny 
was given a drum and he marched to 
battle beating the "long roll." 


Unable to discourage'the lad's fight- 


ing ardor, and admiring his coolness 
under fire atShilob, the officers of his 
regiment formally mustered him in as 
a drummer at Coviugton, Ky., May 1, 
1862. 


In the fall of '63, having passed his 


12th birthday, little Johnny changed 
his drum for a musket. His com- 
rades had shortened a myinie rifle 
for his use, and he was at last a real- 
for-sure soldier. 


On the 20th of September, '63, Jol'.n- 


ny, his shortened musket by his side, 
seated beside an artilleryman, went to 
the front to take position in the line 
that was forming for the battle of 
Chickamauga. Arrived at the front, 
he took his place in the ranks and 
began blazing away at the enemy. 


Towards evening, vraen the 
main 


Union force started to retire toward 
Chattanooga, the brigade to which 
Little Johnny belonged was ordered to 
hold its position. 


It wasn't long till the Confederates 


1-Kd surrounded the lone brigade. Aft-

er one charge had been repulsed, 
word was given, "every man for him- 
self," and there was a general scram- 
ble . to escape the 
Confederate net. 


Johnny, unable to keep up witb his 
comrades, was cut off by a rebel offi- 
cer who charged him on horseback 
with drawn sword, shouting: "Halt- 
Surrender! "You d: 
little Yankee!" 


Johnny swung round and brought 


his musket tc""ordei arms." As he did 
so his hand slipped down the barrel 
and cocked the hammer. Then, just 
as the officer loomed above him, he 
shoved the musket up and fired. The 
officer tumbled from his horse, dead. 


For his action at Chickamauga 


Little Johnny was given .special men- 
tion by 
,Generals 
Rosecrans 
and 


Thomas for "coolness and undaunted 
valor." While he lay on tb> ground 
waiting-"for darkness he was frequent- 
ly: fired upon, and three rifle balls 
passed through his cap. 


After the war 
Clem returned to 


Newark, entered school and later was 
given a West Point cadetship by 
President Grant.
